Tlie Press was concerned about the external ap­ 
pearance of an arrangement between the City of Esca­ 
naba and the local Coinniunity Action Agency. After 
an explanation of the situation by Ray LaPorte, direc­ 
tor of the CAA, we see it in clearer light but with con­ 
tinuing concern. 


The city, which has been planning for a commun­ 
ity recreation center for many years, is nearing the 
action' stage, havinor engaged an ai-chitect and having 
$300,000 in cash (Catherine Bonifas bequest) on hand 
and it has teamed up with CAA on the project. 


The city has had several ontional plans under con­ 
sideration. some modest and minimal, some fancied up 
with a swimming pool. CAA suggested that tlie city 
would be eligible for federal funds under a grant from 
the Department of Housing and Urben Renewal of as 
much as $342.000. Such funds couldn’t be used to build 
a municipal swimming pool, but they could be used to 
put up a recreational facility so that the city's funds 
could be used for a pool, if that were desired.

Oiiginal planning for the recreation center pro­ 
vided two rooms for CAA offices in the building and 
at one point council w’as examining plans with five 
rooms for CAA. Tliis has been reduced to two, but the 
inclusion of any could suggest that the city is taking 
care of CAA’s office needs in order to get its endorse­ 
ment for federal funding. 


Not so, says Ray LaPorte. He explains that the 
CAA offices proposed for the recreation building are 
not for his usage as director, but for recreational pro­ 
ject and service work of the CAA. The Community 
Action Agency, as its name suggests, sei*ves many 
community needs of action and there is no federal pro- 
\ision for its housing; this becomes the responsibility 
of the community. (The cities of Escanaba and Glad­ 
stone have been friendly tow'ard CAA and Delta County 
not so much so.)

CAA’S federal funds are exhausted until July 1, 
w'hen it will be know'n whether there’ll be more. Esca­ 
naba has not waited for this deadline, however, and is 
proceeding with recreation center ai*chitectural plan­ 
ning. CAA prepared the city’s project for the Depart­ 
ment of Housing and Urban Renewal and obtained for 
it at the Chicago regional office a clearance wMiich is 
regarded as tantamount to Washington financing of 
$342.000 when federal funds are available again. 


If Congress votes nothing, however, the city will 
have lost nothing, suggests l^Poi-te, and if it provides 
funds the city will have received a large grant of money 
with no strings attached and can use its own funds for 
other allied purposes.

Tracing thinprs backward this opportunity for aid 
with recreation comes because of the federal govern­ 
ment efforts to ameliorate big city slum conditions by 
building community centers, originally under the Neigh­ 
borhood Facilities Act. The sponsors had in mind such 
situations as the one that exploded in the Negix) com­ 
munity of Watts, a Los Angeles suburb. Escanaba has 
no Negroes but it does have community recreational 
needs and obviously a federal progi*ani would not be 
set up just for Watts or just for Negroes, it deals with 
broad general conditions of need. 


Tiie benefits of this act are aimed at low income 
families and the inclusion of modest Community Action 
Agencv office space in the community building ^vas 
Influential with the Department of Housing and Urban 
Renewal in gaining its approval of the project. Tt is an 
earnest of continuing interest in such a program of 
community services.

LaPorte said that the city has asked the CAA to 


do a feasibility study of a Senior Citizens Service Cen­ 
ter for Escanaba. This is another project in tlie same 
concept as the community recreation center. “We’ll go 
to the Michigan Commission on Ageing.” said I^Porte 
“like we did in our study for Manistique. Tliese are for­ 
gotten people and the hope would be that they could 
have one room for senior citizens in the community 
service center. We hope to find space for the legal 
services program; it’s going great guns.” 


LaPorte said that the basic consideration in the 
community center is not aid to CAA — that it may 
not be in business for an extended time — but the com­ 
munity’s concern for its people and especially those 
with some needs. “And we have them,” he said “if you 
don’t believe it come sit in my office and listen.”

The situation reveals the Indecision so common in 
American cities today as they try to work out a new 
relationshin with the federal government. Tt is un­ 
believable that cities like Escanaba cannot meet their 
obligations of civic services with tlieir own means, but 
federal legislation created essentially to deal with city 
slum problems has made general aid available. The pro­ 
cess. of course, makes federal oroveinment very ex­ 
pensive and encourages federalism.

LANSING — Jockeying and de­ 
lay in the Legislature on new 
taxes has moved the earliest 
date a personal

could start back to Sept. 1 and

That’s because it takes four 
to six months to get things into 
proper gear to collect a new levy 
of the proportions of a personal 
income tax. 


For one thing, it means re­ 
cruiting and training about 300 
new en\ployes, plus finding space 
in the ci'owded Lansing office 
areas to house the new division. 
Total collection costs are esti­ 
mated at $3 million. 


Clarence Lock, state revenue

Other calls this 
year were for 15,600 men in Jan­ 
uary. 10,900 in February, 11,900 
in March and 11,400 in April. 


Inductions for the first six 
months of this year thus will 
average 14,600 — less than half 
the average monthly inductions 
for the first half of 1966.

leaders have agreed that the 
House decision to exclude Pow­ 
ell from the 90tli Congress on 
March 1 was a racially motivat­ 
ed .slap which ignored Harlem’s 
wishes.

We have encountered a 
winter of most unusual severi­ 
ty which caused our costs to 
skyrocket in the
